it. 
The legislation would retain 
the 10 per cent property tax 
rollback provided under present 
law. 
“ This approach is much more 
eq uitable than rely ing solely on 
the 10 per cent rollback,” Gil­ 
lmor said.

Gillmor said the average full 
time farmer in Ohio pay s about 
20 per cent of his annual in­ 
come in property taxes. 
So under his bill, a farmer 
with an annual income of $10,- 
ooo who pay s $2,000 in property 
taxes would get a reduction of 
$1,600, since the 4 per cent limit 
would set the most he would 
have to pay at $400.

Gillmor was a taxpay er with an 
income of $7,500 who owns a 
house valued at $20,000 and was 
assessed at 40 per cent valua 
tion with a rate of 45 mills.

TEL AVIV (AP) — Israeli 
planes attacked four Arab guer 
rilla bases today within a sev­ 
en-mile 
radius 
of Damascus, 
the Israeli military 
command 
announced. 
The air raids came as Israel 
seethed with anger over West 
Germany 's release of the three 
Munich 
Oly mpics 
terrorists 
freed at (he demand of other 
Arab terrorists who hijacked a 
West (Terman airliner. 
A spokesman said rocket and 
bomb attacks near the Sy rian 
capital 
were 
carry ing out

terrorist camps wherever they 
arc” and were not necessarily 
a direct result of the release of 
the three terrorists. 
The military command said 
the Israeli jets attacked about 
7:45 a.m. and all planes re ­ 
turned safely to base. 
No estimates of Arab casu­ 
alties or damage were given, 
but the spokesman said all the 
targets were “ terrorist” camps 
outside towns. 
The eamps were a Douma 
and llarana, both four miles 
from 
Damascus, 
Ain Sukhne, 
six miles from the capital, and 
Ain Sakhcb, seven miles from \ 
the city , the command said. 
The Israeli 
government ex ­ 
pressed astonishment and dis­ 
appointment today at West Ger­ 
m any ’s release of three Munich 
Oly mpic terrorists to Palestin­ 
ian guerrillas who hijacked a 
German jetliner and threatened 
to blow it up. 
The 
Palestinian 
hijackers 
claimed that they had mined 
the 
Lufthansa

jet 
and 
threatened to blow it up along 
with themselves and the 20 oth­ 
er persons on board. 
“ Our lives mean nothing to 
us,” they had told the Ger­ 
mans. 
The 
West 
German 
govern­ 
ment said it acted out of con­ 
sideration for the lives of the 
passengers 
and 
crew of the 
plane. 
Israel’s 
Foreign 
Minister 
Abba 
Eban, 
however, 
sum ­ 
moned the West German am ­ 
bassador in Jerusalem and de­ 
manded 
an 
explanation from 
Bonn. 
He 
contended

terrorists are likely to strike 
again at Israelis. 
“ Their release is a blow to 
the memory and honor of our 
Munich m arty rs,” he declared.

11.G. Mullins, superintendent 
for suburban service of 1C Gu’.i, 
said the lead train apparently 
ran past the station platform 
and was attempting to back up 
when the second train struck it. 
The trains had left about nine 
minutes apart from a far South 
Side terminal.

The Israeli 
government ex­ 
pressed astonishment and dis­ 
appointment today at West Ger 
many’s release of three Munich 
Olympic terrorists to Palestin­ 
ian guerrillas who hijacked a 
German jetliner and threatened 
to blow it up.
